For tliose who find ilicir greatest pleasure within their 
home, here is a house plan to dream about, embodying 
features which make it distinctively a home for pleasant 
and convenient living. 

The front entrance is from a covered porch into a 
hall from which every room may be reached ^vithout 
crossing through another room. 

Enhancing the charm of the combination living and 




dining room arc a floor-length picture window and, as 
a partial dividing line between the two rooms, a pedes- 
tal with dowels extending to the ceiling.

For Natural finish one coat of pure gum white 
shellac and one coat of Waterspar Varnish are fur- 
nished. For Stain finish, wood stain in the color 
you select and one coat of Waterspar varnish are 
furnished. For Enamel finish, Pittsburgii \Vaterspar 
undcrcoater is furnished for the first coat and your 
choice of Waterspar enamel for the final coat. 
Finishing Interior Floors 

A natural finish is recommended for interior 
floors. For this we furnish sufficient quick drying 
Waterspar Varnish for two full coats. When Oak 
fiooring is used, Bruce Floor finishing kits are 
furnished, these Kits containing the necessary oak 
filler, Bruce Floor Finish. Floor ^Vax and the bur- 
lap needed for application. 
Fireplace and Chimneys 

Although on some of tiie plans the location of 
fireplaces and chimneys is suggested according to 
our best judgment, we ijclieve it best to leave the 
final decision up to the home builder himself.

Inside Room Measurements
